PLBAS FOR LAW IN VAIN. 


Enacted Near Scene of 
Murder and Ineineration 
of Five of Hodges 
| 


| Statesboro, Ga. Aug. 16. 
Reed and Will Cato, negroes, tried, convict- 
ed, and sentenced to be hanged Sept. 9 for a 
part in the murder and burning of Henry 
Hodges, wife and three children, six miles 
from Statesboro, three weeks ago, were 
burned at the stake by a mob today. A pho-

It is alfeged that the deputy sheriffs were 
in league with the lynchers and aided them 
in overpowering the soldiers. Capt. Robert 
H. Hitch, commanding the troops, was seized. 
by a stalwart deputy and hustled down the 
stairs and out on the lawn where a crowd 
massed about him. His revolver and sword 
were taken away from him. When he fought 
his way back upstairs the prisoners were 


gone. 
Qlimax Came Swiftly. 

The climax came swiftly and unexpectedly. 
After the military guard sent here to protect 
the prisoners d been overcome the con- 
demned men were/geized. They were told 
that they had but a short time to live and that 
they should confess. The mob intended to 
take the men to the Hodges place, but the 
heat was so intense that the memBers wearied 
when two of the six miles had been trav- 
ersed. 


Reed made a confession and implicated ] 


several other negroes, as he had during. the 
trial. Several members of the mob climbed 
to the branches ofa tree and called for ropes.

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Cries of Burn Them.“ e 


“Burn them! Burn them!” shouted the 
crowd. Cato begged to be shot or hanged, 
saying he was innocent. Some of the more 
humane wanted to grant his request, but 
they were in the minority. The rest wanted 
to visit the same death upon the negroes 
that they had visited upon the Hodges W 
fly. 

A member of the mob made a 5 re- 
counting the horrors of thecrime. This in- 
flamed the crowd to a burning pitch. Toa 
large stump twelve feet high the men were 
chained, with their backs to the stump. 
With trace chains the men were lashed to the 
stump. 

Then a wagonload of pine wood was 
hauled to the spot. It was piled around the 
men and ten gallons of ae 4 
over them. 

cheers from the Mob. 

Cheers rent the air as men, almost crazed 
with hatred of the accused, saw the flames 
spread. Just as the match was applied to 
the pyre one of those in front asked Reed if 
he wanted to tell the truth before he died. 

Les, cir; I killed Mr. and Mrs. Hodges,“ 
he replied. 

Who killed the children?“ he was asked. 

Handy Bell,” came the response, as the 
flames leaped upwards and further question- 
ing was impossible in the tumult. As the 
‘flames touched Reed he twisted his head 
around in an etideavor to choke himself 
and avoid the torture, Only once did he 
complain. He said: Lord, have mercy.” 


7 
Cato Asks to Be Shot. 

Cato begged that he be shot. His heavy 
suit of hair, which was ofl soaked, wag 
almost the first thing the flames fastened on, 
and, while the hemp rope became a collar of 
fire around his ne &, a thrill of horror seized 
the more timid of the spectators. 

Before the flames had quenched Cato’s life, 
the rope was burned in two and his head 
swung from side to side as he endeavored to 
avoid the flery tongue, but the close locked 
chains prevented. For only about three min- 
utes was he visible to the crowd before the 
great pile of fagots made a wall of flame 
which the wind wiped around on Cato’s body 
and hid him from view. He was the first to 
exhibit unconsciousness and was perhaps the 
first dead. Soon his head sank forward and 
some of the more excited members of the 


party began throwing light wood knots at it. 


Crowd Begins to Disperse. : 
As soon as it was seen that the men were 
dead the crowd began to disperse. A large 
number remained behind, however, piling 
more ‘fuel, until both bodies were burned ex- 
cept the trunks. Others employed them- 
selves in thrashing out the fire, which com- 
menced spreading along the dry streaks. of 
pine needles, 
Late this afternoon, after the last member 
of the mob had left the scene, hundreds of 
citizens who had not participated in the 
affair repaired to the scene, and many re- 
mained until long after nightfall, picking up 
whatever souvenirs they could find. Among 
the crowds were a number of small boys. 


| Sudden and Unexpected. 

The action of the mob was as sudden as 
it was unexpected. At the trial yesterday 
when the two negroes were found guilty 
there were. no threats of mob law. The 
crowd began to grow about noon today, and 
shortly before 1 o’clock a tall man began 
talking and seemed to inflame those present. 
He called on those about him to follow him. 

Then Capt. Hitch of the Ogiethorpe light 
infantry, who was ip command of the forces, 
realized the situation was desperate. 
| He posted guards on each of the stairways 
that led to the floor above, where tlie pris- 
oners were confined. With fixed bayonets, 
but unloaded rifies, the guards stood. The 
mob surged toward them, but were repulsed 
several times. The determined e was 
vet to be made. 

: Pleads with Mob in Vain. 

At the rear stairway the gravest danger 
threatened. Prominent men, among them 
the Rev. Mr. Hodges, brother of the mur- 
dered man, sprang to the front to address 
the crowd. He begged them to disperse. . 
Sheriff Kendrick was among these. He 
cautioned the crowd against violence, and 
pleaded with them to leave. 

“Iam your friend,” he said. * beg you 
to do nothing that will reflect on us, as well 
as on the community. Disperse and let the 
law take its course. We need these men: 
There are others to be brought to justice, 
and only from the information to be gained 
from Cato and Reed can we bring the right 
ones to justice. I can almost promise you

HOLDS INSTITUTION ILLEGAL 


Will Ask Habeas Corpus Today and 


The validity of the state laws under which 
the Chicago Parental school is operated will 
be attacked today before Judge Brentaho as 
a preliminary step taken by an angry parent 
to secure the abolishment of the institution. 

Henry F. Miller, president of the American 
Pattern Hat company and a wealthy resident 
of Lake View, is the petitioner, and he seeks 
through habeas corpus proceedings to secure 
the custody. of his 10 year old son, William. 
Miller lives at 1060 Winnemac avenue. 

In a petition filed yesterday, it is repre- 
sented by Attorney J. W. Loeb, representing 
the Millers, that the boy was illegally and un- 
constitutionally committed to the parental 
school by Judge Tuthill for four years, un- 
less sooner released.” The sentence is de- 
clared. to be unwarranted in that the boy was 
denied the right of trial by jury. 

‘Threatens City Appropriation. 

On this point of law the father expects to 
wage his contention in the courts later that 
the parental school has no right to exist. 
He also will ask an injunction restraining 
the city from appropriating money for the 


school’s support. The father has refused to 


accept his boy’s release on condition that 
the habeas corpus proceedings should cease 
immediately. 

“I want the boy bad enough and his mother 
is prostrated because he’s been kept from 
her so long, but I’m going to force you' to 
give him to us,” was Miller's reply to this 
offer. “I wish this case to be made a matter 
of record.“ 

According to the father the 8 was re- 
moved by a parental officer from a parochial 
school because he had absented himself for 
seventeen days from a public school in which 
he had been a pupil. A quarrel with his 
teacher is said to have induced the boy to 
leave and to have led the teacher to take an 
interest in subsequent arrest and arraign- 
ment in the Juvenile court. 

Four Years for Truancy. 

In his petition for the writ of habeas cor- 
pus it is represented by the father that no 
evidence was offered in court that his son 
had been guilty of any offense except tru- 


ancy. He declares that the boy’s absence 


from school was due wholly to childish 
pique and that the triviality of the charge, 
in this connection, should obtain the boy his 
freedom. After the boy was sentenced the 
father made frequent attempts to get a 


cess. He appealed to the mayor and many 
politicians to aid him, and also talked of 
holding a German massmeeting in North 
Side Turner hall to agitate the matter. 

“I can see now that I should have carried 
this outrage into the courts long ago,“ said 
Miller yesterday. It should prove a reve- 
lation to the public that a 10 year old boy

The British admiralty says there is no 
truth in the report of the hoisting of the 


Cartbbean sea, 127 miles west of the English 
island of Dominica. Evenifa British naval 
officer, burning with desire to enlarge the 
already spacious dominions of his sovereigu 
on this continent, had hauled guns up 
through the surf at Aves, hoisted the union 
jack, and fired a salute in its honor to show 
that he had taken formal possession for 
Great Britain, the Monroe doctrine would 
not have been seriously endangered. 
For Aves is not the paradise that one 
would judge from Kingsley’s poem, in which 
the buccaneer tells— 
O, the palms grew high in Aves, e 
shone like gold. 
And the colibris and parrots they were Gorgeous 
to behold. 
O, how sweet it was in Aves to hear the landward 
breeze, 
A-swing with good tobacco in a net between the 
trees. 


In reality Aves is a harborless, barren islet 
of no value unless there be guano deposits 
there. In that case it will be valuable until 
they are exhausted, and no longer. There 

are many such unclaimed islands in the 


partment, no matter under what govern- 
ment he may claim, may take a guano island 
anywhere he finds it. American citizens 
claim the right, and it must be conceded to 
those of other nations.

PUBLICITY AND WAX 

In suppressing war: correspondence the Japs 
and Russians have established a precedent that 
will be a strong influence for peace. Glory and 
fame are newspaper creations, and if they are 
withdrawn from the temptations to make war the 
cause of peace will be strength- 
e ned. Toronto Globe. 

This idea has found Wa in the col- 
umns of a number of newspapers and mag- 
azines. Wherever such an odd notion 
originated is a mystery. 

Long before newspapers or printing were. 
ever dreamed of, long before an alphabet 
had been discovered, war was far commoner 
than it is now. 

The strongest opponents of war ane. 
women, When a woman sees merely a 
brief bulletin to the effect that at such 5 
time and in such a spot the Japanese drove 
the Russians out of Yushukuling her sym- 
pathies are not intensely aroused. The hor- 
rors of War are not iia directly home 
to her. 

But when the full account of a battle 
with all its ghastly carnage is spread before 
her eyes by, the hands of a word painting 
war correspondent, she is terrorized at the 
story of the slaughter. She imagines her 
son, bfothey, or husband cast into the inferno 
of battle. And she straightway becomes 
an unofficial member of the Universal Peace 
society. Publicity does far more to kill war 
than to promote it. 

The modern tendency is strongly against 
war. Formerly the army of a martial king 
was composed of a limited number of thou- 
sands of soldiers-for-life, whose business 
was fighting, and who neither would nor. 
could engage in any other business. The 
soldier was usually the bad boy of the parish 
who had run awayfromhome. His parents 
lost sight of him, since neither they nor he 
could write. When armies of such vaga- 
bond, licentious adventurers met, the orderly 
home life of their nations were hardly 
stirred, though one-half of them were an- 
nihilated in a single battle. 

But now armies are made not of homeless 
adventurers but of the respectable, indus- 
trious, young men of the nation. A heavy 
loss in battle wreaks itself not only upon 
the ambitions of statesmen and the vanities 
of moparchs but upon the tenderest feelings 
of the whole people. 

The grief of war is now telt less upon 
the battlefield than by the hearthstone. So 
it is that while formerly the desire of a 
king, or the whim of his mistress, would set 
the professional armies of two monarchs to 
cutting ‘each others’ throats, nowaday 
two nations can with difficulty be set to 
fighting unless the welfare of the whole na- 
tion is, or supposed to be, at stake. 


WHY THE-CITY MUST PAY. 

A correspondent says he is often asked 
why the city, which makes no use of the 
La Salle and Washington street tunnels, 
should be expected to spend a couple of 
millions in lowering them, while the Union 
Traction is to reconstruct the Van Buren 
street tunnel itself. As he is unable to an- 
swer the questions he asks Tue Trisunz 
what he shall say to his querists. 

Tell them that the Van Buren street tun- 
nel is owned by the traction company which 
uses it, and any changes made in the tun- 
nel for the improvement of navigation must 
be paid for by the company. 

The La Salle and Washington street 
tunnels are the property of the city. It let 
one traction company have the use of the 
first for twenty years in consideration of a 
rental of $25,000 a year, or the construc- 
tion of new bridges at Clark and Wells 
streets. It let another company have the 
use of the other tunnel for twenty years for 
nothing. 

The national government will order the 
reconstruction of the tunnels. If the ten- 
ants. whose leases expire year after next 


seem inclined to do so, the city, which owns 
the properties, will have to pay, just as the 
landlord has to pay for repairs, to a house | 
ordered by the building department which- 
the tenant cannot be made to attend to.

LETTER OF MAROUSE 


OME confusion has been caused by the

ing’ a round of visits in England. For her 
name will be sought in vain in the pages of 
the Almanach de Gotha. And yet she is a 
most interesting personage. For, a lineal 
descendant of Hannibal, that coal black ne- 
gro general of Peter the Great, she is the 
youngest child of the great Russtan poet, 
Pushkin (the Muscovite Byron), and it was 
her birth that led to the duel between her 
father and his brother-in-law, Baron Heek- 
eren, which resulted in the former's death. 
(Baron Heekeren was a natural brother of 
Napoleon III., a son of the fascinating but 
frail Queen Hortense of Holland.) : 

This young daughter of Pushkin, when she 
grew up, became the wife of the late Gen. 
Doubelt, for many. years chief of the Russian 
police. She left him for Prince Nicholas of 
Nassau, the only brother of the present 
grand duke of Luxemberg, who, prior to the 
war of 1866, was reigning duke of Nassau. 
After a time Mme. Doubelt managed ‘to se- 
cure a divorce from the general, and there- | 
upon became the morganatic wife of Prince 
Nicholas, receiving on the occasion of her 
marriage the title of Countess Merenberg 
from the then reigning prince of Waldeck. 

By this marriage she has three children, | 
one of whom, Sophia, Countess Torby, is the 
morganatic wife of Grand Duke Michaelo- 
vitch of Russia, while her son George, who 
bears the name of Count Merenberg. and 
who is a Prussian cavalry offieer, is 
to Princess Olga Yurjeffska. — 

Prince Nicholas of Nassau and his mor- 
ganatic wife are enormously rich. For, with 
his sister, the queen of Sweden, who is an 
active member of the Salvation army, and 
his brother, the grand duke of Luxemberg, 
he has a share of the fortune accumulated 
by the formerly sovereign house of Nassau 
through its ownership for so many years of 
the public gambling tables at Wiesbaden, 
which were abolished by Prussia in. 1866, 
when it absorbed the duchy of Nassau.

Arbury was originally a priory, built in the 
lafter half of the twelfth century, for the 
canons of St. Augustine. Secularized at the 
time of the reformation, it passed into the 
hands of the duke of Suffolk, who sold it to 
Chief Justice Sir Edmund Anderson, who in 
turn sold it in 1586 to John Newdegate. - 

It is to Sir Roger Newdegate, however, 
that belongs the credit of the architectural 
beauties of the place, and it was he who in 
the eighteenth century metamorphosed the 
old brick building into one of the most pic- 
turesque gothic manor houses in the united 
kingdom, The vast courtyard is surround- 


with stone and flanked by massive turrets, 
while on the north a long vista opens up in 
the woodlands, terminating in an embattled 
gateway, known as the north lodge. 

— 

For the first time since the war of 1866, 
which resulted in the annexation of the 
kingdom of Hanover by Prussia, a member 
of the formerly reigning house of Hanover 
has received a commission in the German 
army, of which the head is the king of Prus- 
sia and the German emperor. It is not, how. 
ever, upon a prince that it has been bestowed 
but upon a princess—namely: he newly 
married grand duchess of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, who is the daughter of the duke 
of Cumberland, ex-crown prince of Hanover, | 
and de jure sovereign duke of Brunswick. 

The duke of Cumberland, for one reason 
or another, still declines to recognize the 
validity of Prussia’s annexation of Han- 
over, which he denounces as an act of spoll- 
ation and of usurpation, and in consequence 
of this attitude he is debarred from assum- 
ing possession of the throne of Brunswick, 
which is his by inheritance, the duchy being 
governed in the meanwhile by Prince Albert 
of Pruseia as regent. 

Now, however, that his daughter has been 
appointed colonel in chief of dragoon regi- 
ment No. 18 of the German army, and as 
such has pledged herself to accord obedience 
to the kaiser as its generalissimo, it would 
seem as though the way were at length 
paved to a reconcillation between the Hohen- 
zollerns and the Guelphs, of whom the duke 
of Cumberland is the acknowledged chief. 


The of ‘Cumberland his home 
in Austria, where he lives in royal state and 
is accorded by the Austrian government all 
the honors and prerogatives of a foreign 
sovereign. Should he make his peace with 
the kaiser he would be compelled to reside, 
ata rate for a portion of the year, in the 
capital of his duchy of Brunswick, which 18 
probably the dreariest of the small towns 
of Germany, though picturesque. The duke’s 
English title is inherited from his grand- 
father, who was the fifth son of King George 
III. and who sat in the house of lords as duke 
of Cumberland until 1837, when, on the 
death of his brother, William IV., the crowns 
of Great Britain and Hanover were sep- 
arated, his niece, Victoria, becoming queen 
of England and he king of Hanover. 

— 

The young grand duchess of 8 
Schwerin now figures at the foot of a long 
list of royal and imperial women who hold 
commissions of colonels in various armies, 
the queen of Greece being the only one of the 
lot who is a naval officer and who is entitled 
to fly her flag as an admiral of the Russian 
navy. This distinction was conferred upon 
her by the late czar In recognition of her 
kindnesg to Russia’s sailors, of her prowess 
in saving people from droWning, and of the 
fact that she holds a sailing master’s cer- 
tificate. 

The two uten of Holland, the two em- 
presses of Russia, all the grand duchesses of 
the house of Romanoff, the German empress, 
and all the kaiser’s sisters, the two queens 
of Italy, the queen of Spain, and the queen 
of England are every one of them colonels, 
the regiment of which King Edward's con- 
sort is chief N a Danish cavalry regi- 
ment. 

— 

There is only one instance on record of a 
royal woman being deprived of her colonelcy 
and gazetted out of the army—namely: the 
grand duchess of Hesse, who, when her mar- 
riage was dissolved by the divorce courts, 
was immediately cashiered by her cousin, 
the kaiser, whose sympathies were all with 
her husband, the grand duke. She is a 
princess of the reigning house of Great Brit- 
main, is a daughter of the second son of the 
late Queen Victoria, and is destined to be- 
come the wife of her Russian cousin, the 
Grand Duke Cyril, as soon as the period of 
‘mourning for her little daughter, the Prin- 
cess Elizabeth, comes to an end. 


— 

King Edward has just given another illus- 
tration of his regard for his private secre- 
tary, Lord Knollys, by appointing the latter’s 
young son to be one of his pages of honor. 
The boy is just 10 years old and will hold the 
appointment for five years, during which 
time he will draw a salary of about $1,500 
per annum. His only duties will be to assist 
in carrying the queen’s train, or that of the 


‘robes of the king at great state functions, 


such as the opening of parliament, and also 
to attend upon their majesties at state balls, 
state concerts, and courts, arrayed in a pic- 
turesque blue and silver uniform. Lord 
Knollys has two children, a boy and a girl, 
each of whom is a godchild of the king and 


queen. 


Although Lord Knollys’ peerage is a mod- 
ern one, having been conferred upon him 


two years ago as a reward for his faithful 


‘and devoted services as private secretary to 
the king for more than a quarter of a cen- 


tury. he belongs to an ancient and distin- 


guished family, which formerly held the earl- 
dom of Banbury. Indeed, he is directly de 
scended from that Sir William Knollys who 
was treasurer of the royal household to 
Queen Elizabeth. It was thought by many 
at the time when Lord Enollys was raised 
to the house of peers that the king would 
revive in his honor the earldom of Banbury. 
But Lord Knollys is not the chief of his 
house, having an elder brother, a Col. Will. 
fam Wallingford Knowles, formerly of the 
Ninety-third Highlanders, and the 
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reports of the various English papers, |

GERMANY LEADS IN BREWING. 

Chicago, Aug. 15.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Referring to the editorial headed Amer- 
ica Leads Germany in this morning’s issue 
of THe TRIBUNE we beg to state that the 
writer of the same was evidently misin- 
formed as to the production of beer in the 
United States and Germany. In the year 
1903 the United States produced 47,469,000 
barrels (approximately) of beer for home 
consumption. The amount exported was 
small, as your editorial states. The German 
empire, according to the best obtainable fig- 
ures, produced 67,484,000 hectoliters, or about 
57,678,000 United States barrels, or a little 
over 10,000,000 more than the United States, 
in spite of the fact that the production of 
beer in Germany last year had decreased 
nearly 3,000,000 barrels from the previous 


rial placing the United States ahead of Ger- 
many in the beerproduction is one into which 
many others have fallen. 

The error came about, we believe, in this 
way: Gambrinus, the leading brewing jour- 
nal of Vienna, Austria, publishes annually 
an elaborate chart.of the world’s production 
of beer. In this chart the production of the 
United. States is not given separately, but in 
connection with the production in Canada, 
Mexico, South America, and Australia. We 
do not know the reason for grouping these 
countries in this manner, but we do know 
that it has led to a great deal of misunder- 
standing and the error mentioned above has 
doubtless sprung from this. H. 8. Rick.

Opens Breach in 

At the front a member of the mob crept 
got close to the 
guards. He threw himself upon them. In 
the breach thus formed his companions 
threw themselves. Two hundred cheering 
men followed him and, soon the soldiers, 
though they fought desperately and inflict- 


ed bayonet wounds upon some of their as- 


sailants, were overpowered. 

One young soldier of the Oglethorpe guards 
never surrendered. He fought his way free, 
fought through his captors, and out upon 
the lawn. A weapon was raised to strike 
him. Shame!“ shouted the crowd, and 
struck down the man who had raised the 
weapon. Then they threw themselves upon 
the boy and overpowered him. 


Door Is Broken Open. 


The small guard about the prisoners with- 
drew into the room and closed the door. ‘he 
mob crashed against it, bursting it as though 
it were an egg shell. The prisoners were at 
their mercy, all resistance having been 
beaten down: Cato, Reed, Handy Bell, and 
the other prisoners cowered before the crowd. 


They dragged Cato and Reed out, releasing | 


Bell into the hands of the few soldiers. left 
there as soon as they learned that he was 
not Reed, for they had mistaken him. 

Reed was taken down one stairway with a 
rope about his neck, and Cato down the other, 
poth pleading for their lives, By this time 
the crowd numbered 500 persons. The 
doomed men were dragged out, the crowd 
shouting and cheering along the roadway 
leading to the Hodges homestead, where the 
five members of the family had been mur- 
dered and burned. That was their destina- 
tion.

‘Charities Board Decides the Charges 
Against Elgin Asylum Were 
Prompted by Revenge. 


Springfield, III., Aug. 16.—[Special. 


ö unions. are severely censured by the state 


board of charities in its report on the inves- 
tigation into the charges against the Elgin 
asylum for the Insane by the union organiza- 
tions. The report says: 


„We find that these charges emanate in a

The attendants in the hospital are public 
servants, just as much as is the superin- 
tendent; their pay is fixed by the board of 
trustees and is higher than in other similar 
institutions in Illinois, Dunning excepted. 
The employés are in no sense tradesmen. 
They create nothing. they add nothing to the 
wealth or to the prosperity of the county. 

„ The duties are defined and the wages 
known when they enter the service. No in- 
dividwal or corporate interest has anything 
to gain by depriving them of a fair compen-
